Forwarded herewith is a list of NIO products or activities, 
which from past experience with the Select Committees, we expect 
the SIC may show interest in or levy requests for. Suggested re~ 
sponses for discussion by the Coordination Group are included as 
footnotes. While we feel strongly regarding denial of National 
Intelligence Estimates and Special National Intelligence Estimates 
to the SIC, we realize that holding the line on National Intelligence 
Analytical Memoranda, Interagency Intelligence Memoranda and NIO 
Intelligence Memoranda though desirable may be impossible. In the 
event that such materials or briefings are made available to the 
SIC, all in the NIO structure are concerned regarding unauthorized 
disclosure of sensitive data. The NIOs have been assured that this 
subject is high on the Coordination Group's platter as a matter re- 
quiring early discussion and resolution.

Ona 
case by case,it may be appropriate to allow the SIC to read some 
estimative products including NIAM, IIM and IM in a sanitized form if 
necessary. 


No. Inputs to NSSMs are policy oriented and belong to the NSC Staff 
which must approve disclosure to the SIC. 


No. Should not be provided to the SIC since they are internal working 
papers. 


For both the above briefings, it must be noted that our record copies 
usually are not verbatim transcripts of the briefing actually given. 
The Congressional Committees normally make their own transcripts which 
the Legislative Counsel usually reviews for security reasons. The 
Executive Branch briefings do not usually have transcripts.
